His career has included} teaching English at Allahabad, India (1915)) 
a member of the American Commission to negotiate peace at the Paris Peace 
Conference (1918-19)$ First Secretary of the American Bnbassy in Berlin 
(1919)) Chief of the State Department's Division of Near Eastern Affairs 
(1922-26)) delegate to two Geneva Conferences, to the Arms Traffic 
Conference (1929), and to the Preparatory Disarmament Conference 
(1926), partnership in the New York law firm of Sullivan and Cromwell) 
and iegad advisor to the American delegation at the Three Power Naval 
Conference, and afterward aa advisor to the delegations at the Geneva

the OSS mission to Germany. In 19U8 he was designated by the President 
as chairman of a three-man group to survey the U.S. Intelligence system.
